Sib : — We hand you herewith the Annual Report of the State Tax 
Commission for the year 1906, as required by Section 7 of the 
Machinery Act of 1905 ; and as the next session of the General 
Assembly is so near at hand, we have taken the liberty of incor- 
porating in this report the matter which we are required by Section 6, 
Subsection 7, to report to the General Assembly, so that one report 
will answer the purpose of both. 

A pamphlet for the instruction of list-takers, explaining the work- 
ing of the tax laws and calling particular attention to points in the 
administration of laws which seemed to have been overlooked, advis- 
ing the list-takers and assessors, and explaining points which seemed 
to be intricate and upon which assessors might differ, was prepared. 
Copies of this letter were furnished to each assessor and list-taker. 
In addition to this, numerous letters were written to list-takers and 
other tax officers, replying to inquiries as to the application of the 
Machinery and Revenue Acts to particular facts. 

From reports furnished by the Registers of Deeds, Clerks of 
Courts, Mayors, and Clerks of Towns and Cities, on forms provided 
by this Department, twenty-six tables were prepared, which are pub- 
lished herewith. 

Table No. 1 shows by counties the number of acres of land and 
total value of the land, and classes and value of all personal property, 
being all property required to be listed with list-takers for taxation. 
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compiled from returns of the Registers of Deeds on file in this office ; 
and also amount of incomes and total incomes listed for taxation. 

Table Xo. 2 shows by townships in each county the number of 
polls, number of acres of land and value, number of town lots and 
value, total value of real estate, total value of personal property, and 
aggregate value of real and personal property. 

Table Xo. 3 shows by counties list of all corporations reporting 
to and assessed by the Auditor, except banks, with assessed value of 
stock, value of property listed, and value of stock in excess of prop- 
erty listed as determined by the State Auditor for the year 1905. 

Table N^o. 4 shows by counties the total assessed value of all cor- 
porations other than banks assessed by the Auditor, assessed value 
of real and personal property listed locally for taxation, and corpora- 
tion excess of such corporations. 

Table No. 5 shows list of banks and assessment of bank stock 
for the year 1905, as per certificate of State Auditor. 

Table No. 6 shows by counties the assessment of bank stock, less 
real and personal property, listed locally for year 1905, as certified 
by the Auditor. 

Table No. 7 shows list of Building and Loan Associations and the 
assessed value of capital stock for the year 1905. 

Table No. 8 shows by counties number of white, Indian, and negro 
polls ; value of railroad and other property assessed by the Corpora- 
tion Commission; amount of corporate excess and value of bank 
stock; amount of Building and Loan stock; assessed value of prop- 
erty listed by each race ; and the aggregate assessed value of all prop- 
erty subject to school taxes for the year 1905. 

Table No. 9 shows by counties the amount of school-tax levy for the 
year 1905, and the subjects thereof, as returned by the Registers of 
Deeds. 

Table No. 10 shows by counties the amount of taxes levied on polls 
and property and Schedules B and C, and total taxes, all sources, for 
county purposes for the year 1905, as shown by returns from the 
Registers of Deeds. 

Table No. 11 shows by counties taxes collected under Schedules 
B and C, and sources thereof, for State purposes for the year 1905. 

Table No. 12 shows by counties taxes collected under Schedules 
B and C, and sources thereof, for county purposes for the year 1905. 
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Table No. 13 shows each county's bonded indebtedness, on what 
account, and rate of interest and current liabilities for the year 1905, 
as per report of Register of Deeds. 

Table 'No, 14 shows tax rate of each county for State, school and 
pension, county, si^ecial and township purposes for the year 1905, as 
per reports of the Register of Deeds. 

Table No. 15- shows by cities and towns the assessed value of real 
and personal property, the number of white and colored polls, the tax 
levied on same, and also the revenue derived from all other sources, 
and the grand total from all sources; also the amount uncollected, 
the disbursements, the total amount collected, tax rate, bonded debt, 
current liabilities, and total debt. 

Table No. 16 shows the number of the various subjects returned 
by the Sheriffs as of March, 1906, upon which a State tax is collected 
under Schedules B and C of the Revenue Act. 

Table No. lY shows by counties the decrease in the various State 
and county funds on account of released polls and uncollected taxes 
from real and personal property allowed sheriff or tax collector by the 
Board of County Commissioners for the year 1905. 

Table No. 18 shows by counties the average value of land per 
acre, town lots, domestic animals, and the general average, compiled 
from abstracts from each county. 

Table No. 19 shows by counties comparisons in assessments of land 
and personal property, and bank stock, railroad and other property, 
corporate excess. Building and Loan Associations, and incomes for 
the years 1900 to 1905 inclusive. 

Table No. 20 shows comparative statement of property assess- 
ments, bonded and other indebtedness, also taxes collected under 
Schedules B and C for the years 1900 to 1905 inclusive. 

Table No. 21 shows total of listed taxables and tax thereon as per 
statement received from counties for the year 1905. 

Table No. 22 shows by counties the number of polls and aggregate 
assessment of all property listed for taxation for the year 1905. 

Table No. 23 shows the State and pension tax upon property and 
polls. State tax from Schedules B and C, income tax, county tax from 
property and polls, county tax from Schedules B and C, school tax, 
all sources, aggregate tax, all sources. 

Table No. 24 shows the total amount of taxes levied in North 
Carolina for ♦the year 1905, State, school, county, and municipal, 
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together with amounts received by State Treasurer from other 
sources. 

Table No. 25 shows the State, county, and municipal indebtedness 
for the year 1905. 

Table No. 26 shows the value of land, town property, personal 
property and railroads, etc., for the years 1872 to 1905, inclusive. 

From these tables it appears, that the number of polls listed in 
1905 was 281,076, against 276,459 for 19oi. The total assessed 
value of all property for the year 1905 was $461,520,668.32 against 
$442,598,221.53 for the year 1904, an increase of $18,922,446.79. 

Incomes listed for tax amounted to $2,798,895 for the year 1905, 
against $2,454,504 for the year 1904. 

Total tax levied on property for the year 1905 for State purposes 
was $969,193.38; pension, $184,608.27; county purposes, $2,280,- 
028.15, making a total of $3,433,829.80. Of this amount $65,156.99 
was uncollected. 

Total tax levied on polls and property for municipal purposes for 
the year 1905 was $1,187,519.38; of this amount $155,071.04 was 
reported uncollected. 

Total amount of tax levied for 1905 for State, county, and munici- 
pal purposes was $4,436,740.91. 

We believe that great progress has been made in the State in listing 
and assessing property since the year 1901. The total assessiaent 
of all property for taxation in 1900 was $300,709,300, and as the 
total assessment for the year 1905 was $461,520,668, there was an 
increase of $160,811,368 from the time of the establishment of the 
State Tax Commission, 

We believe that there is more equal assessment of property and 
that less property escaped taxation than heretofore ; still it must be 
confessed that there is still great inequality in assessments in differ- 
ent counties and even in different townships in the same county. 
Our method of securing a full list and the proper assessment of all 
property is not as thorough as it should be. List-takers and assessors, 
in many instances without preparation, are expected to discharge 
this the most important duty in connection with the execution of tax 
laws, namely : to ascertain all property in the township and value it 
and place the property and value on tax list within one month's time. 
It might be expected that there would be shortcomings. 
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In some States the duty of discovering and valuing property is 
confided to one man in each county, and he is required to devote his 
whole time, or as much as may be necessary, to the discharge of his 
duty. If it were made the duty of some officer, or some member of 
the Board of County Commissioners, to supervise the work of the 
township list-takers and assessors and to devote such time as would 
be necessary for that purpose for proper compensation, subject to the 
supervision of the State Tax Commission, we believe that this part 
of the work would be better done. This would add to the expense of 
the' assessment of property, but if well done it would be worth the 
additional expense. 

We believe that the provisions of the Revenue and Machinery Act, 
requiring secrecy as to the returns of corporations and incomes of 
individuals, should be repealed. The list of individual tax-payers is 
accessible to inspection of any other tax-payer, and there does not 
seem to be any good reason why the returns of incomes or of corpora- 
tions should not be open to the inspection of any bona fide tax-payer 
in the State to the end that he might object thereto and take proper 
steps to correct any error therein. 

We renew the recommendations contained in our former annual 
report, as follows : 

I. There should .be an exemption of personal property from taxa- 
tion of $300 instead of $25, as the law now provides. The Constitu- 
tion authorizes the General Assembly to exempt this amount of prop- 
erty. See Art. V, Section 5. 

II. That the poll-tax levied under Art. V, Sections 1 and 6, of the 
Constitution, be not permitted to exceed $2.00 on the head. This 
recommendation is made because the Constitution limits it to this 
sum. See Art. V, Section 1 ; opinion by Judge Eodman, Appendix 
to 66 N. C. Reports. And experience has demonstrated that this is 
as much as those liable for it have ability to pay. 

III. That laws authorizing cities and towns to levy poll-tax for 
municipal purposes be repealed. 'No parallel can be found in any 
State in the Union for a poll-tax of six or seven dollars on the head, 
which is collected in some municipalities of the State for State, 
county, and municipal purposes. This oppressive tax was levied 
under the misapprehension that in leying taxes for municipal pur- 
poses the equation which the Constitution required between property 
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and polls in levying the State and county taxes must be observed. 
In our first annual report we pointed out that this had been decided 
otherwise by our Supreme Court in case of Jones v. Commissioners, 
106 I^. C, 436. Since that time the point was again presented to 
the courts and this case was cited and approved. Wingate v. Parker, 
136 K C, 369. 

We are pleased to report that a statute was passed by the last 
Legislature for the county of Mecklenburg, limiting the poll-tax in 
that county, and that in Wilmington and other municipalities the 
poll-tax has been reduced by municipal governments. 

IV. That statutes be not passed for the purpose of authorizing a 
higher tax rate than sixty-six and two-thirds cents on the one hundred 
dollars value for State and county purposes combined. We make 
this recommendation because we think this is the limit under our 
Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 1. In the opinion of Judge Rodman, cited 
supra, it is stated : "Clearly, it is the duty of the Legislature, in its 
revenue acts, to observe the equation of taxation and to keep the 
State tax not only within the extreme limit, but also so much within 
it as to allow the counties by an additional tax also within it to pro- 
vide for their legitimate needs." 

We make this recommendation also because we believe sixty-six 
and two-thirds cents on the one hundred dollars value is as high as 
many classes of property will bear for taxation for State and county 
purposes. It would seem that this ought to be practicable now, in 
view of the great increase in valuations in the State, and that suffi- 
cient revenue could be raised within constitutional limits. This 
would tend to distribute equally the burdens of the State government 
by stimulating tax-listers and county commissioners to find all prop- 
erty within their counties and assess it at its true value in money. 
A county, if inclined not to contribute to the State tax, can make low 
assessments, and then if the county levy proves inadequate for county 
purposes, it could apply to the Legislature for the passage of a law 
authorizing a special tax; if the revenue raised on levy for school 
purposes proved insufficient, it could apply to the State Treasurer 
for enough money out of the State Treasury provided by special 
appropriation for four months school. If each county had to raise 
money enough out of its regular levy for county and school purposes, 
there would be proper diligence to discover and place all property 
liable on the tax-list, assessed at its true value in money. 
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V. That the municipal tax rate be so limited that when added to 
State and'county tax rate on property it would not be confiscatory of 
any class of property. By reason of the great increase in assessed 
valuations and by distribution of B and C Schedules tax, pointed out 
in our former reports, we believe that sufficient revenue can be raised 
for municipal purposes without levying an exorbitant or confiscatory 
property tax. If this cannot be done, then the only remedy would 
be to. follow the example of the State of Virginia and amend our 
Constitution so as to confer upon the General Assembly the power to 
segregate for the purposes of taxation the several kinds or classes of 
property so as to specify and determine upon what subjects State taxes 
and upon what subjects local taxes may be levied.
